‘Tue beat pian to pursue beiore starting on 
a bargain hunt is to search steadily thicugh 
une’s wardrobe examining with a severely 
critical eye each garment »w turn, laying aside 
those that with a small amount of renovation 
can quickly be brought ap to date, and reject- 
lua others on which 16 would be a sheer waste 
of money to expend anything on alterations. 
Certain beloved bu well-worn garments 
should be allowed to retire into the shade or 
be sent to a jumble sale. Oijter, however, a 
good hit of brocade, foulard, chiffon velvet, or 
tigured crépe de-chine, if judiciously applied, 
will furbish up a laet year's gown.

IN THE RUHR. 
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JRENCH PLANS FOR OCCUPATION 
BEING DISCUSSED,

' PARIS, Sunday. 

Events during the week-end have so far 
eonfirmed the anticipation that France would 
not hasten to apply the measures of coercion 
contemplated in the Rhineland and the Ruhr. 

This, however, does not mean that the next 
few days may not produce a surprise, al] sorts 
of statements are current in the Press as to 
the time and the nature of the action to be 
taken, but they must be accepted in the cir- 
cumstances with the utmost caution. 

What seems certain is that the military 
occupation of the Ruhr, partial or complete, 
which M. Poincaré anticipated might become 
necessary if Great Britain detached herself 
from her Allies, should now be taken for 
granted. 

The point aimed at will probably prove to 
be the mining centres of Essen, the seat of the 
International Coal Comfnission, and Bochum. 

Though, in some quarters, we are assured 
that this would necessitate the employment of 
a relatively small force, there is in other 
quarters talk of a oe display of tanks, 
srmoured cars, machine guns, and aeroplanes. 

M. Theunis, the Belgian Premier, returned 
to Brussels yesterday, and the assurances he 
gave to M. Poincaré before leaving have 
since been confirmed as a result of his meeting 
with his Ministers. 

As to Italy, it is assumed here that her 
support of the French reparations policy will 
rot include the sending of troops. 

General Weygand, Chief of the General 
Staff, who was summoned here from Lausanne 
on Friday, is said to be designated for the 
supreme command of the troops to be em- 
ployed in the new operations. 

The public continue to be assured that no 
mobilisation will be necessary. 

France and Belgium between them are 
tiated to have 350,000 men on their Eastern 
frontiers. The number now required is fixed 
at 45.000 to 50,000 men, of which Belgium 
would supply, perhaps, 5,000, and the opera- 
tions, it is said, would necessitate nothing 
more than moving up the troops from one 
garrison to another. i 

Apart from the military problem, which is 
declared to be simple, there are other matters 
which continue to occupy the French authori- 
ties.

INTERVENTION ? 
———————— 
HOW THE LEAGUE OF NATIONS 
COULD ACT, 


From Ovr DIPLOMATIC CORRESPONDENT,. 
ad GENEVA, Sunday. 
_ The question of the possibility of effective 
intervention by the League of Nations in the 
crisis created by the impending French action 
against Germany is naturally being discussed 
with considerable interest in League circles. 

It is not, however, the business of the 
League secretariat to initiate policies, but to 
carry them out, and regarding Paris, as re- 
garding Lausanne, the most scrupulously non- 
committal attitude is being maintained in 
official circles. 

What I write here, therefore, must be 
taken as expressing no views but my own, 
clarified by numerous informal conversations 
here to-day. 

There is no question that the attention of 
the League Council could be roperly called 
to the situation under Article II. of the 
Covenant, and the very possibility that the 
Council, which is due in any case to meet 
the week after next, should calmly transact 
minor business, as though no peril existed 
in Leite will cause most éin grave dis- 
quiet. . 

But what at best could the Council do? 
It would be fatal, in my opinion, to attempt 
to constitute itself an arbitrator against the 
will of France. Its task in such a juncture 1s 
to conciliate, not arbitrate. And for that 
réle many circumstances singularly qualify 1t. 

First of all, there is the resolution, un- 
animously adopted by the last Assembly, on 
the motion of the French delegate—de 
Jouvenel—which recommends, regarding the 
settlement of reparations and Allied debts, 
“- that the Council shall devote constant atten- 
tion to every effort made in this direction by 
the Governments concerned, it being under- 
stood that it can only usefully assist in a 
solution of these problems if requested to do 
so by the Governments in question.”’ 

The second circumstance that qualifies the 
League to step in at this moment is that it 
alone can broaden out the field of discussion, 
as it must inevitably be broadened, before a 
settlement is reached. | 

The past week’s discussions have relegated 
the projected Anglo-French pact to an 
even more distant limbo that it 
occupied already. Yet nothing Is 
more certain than that, the consciousness of 
exposure to German attacks is as much an 
element in French psychology as ever it was. 

The League’s Armaments Commission, 
which is due to mect immediately, has in 
an advanced state of preparation a mutual 
guarantee pact which would secure this and 
much more, and would, leave room at the 
same time for Germany| to associate herself 
with it. 

The third circumstance seems to me more 
important than any. After last week's 
crisis—for so it was—we have for the moment 
a breathing space. France obviously con- 
templates nothing precipitate. If she does 
march into the Ruhr, it will not be with 
flags flying and bugles blowing. 

It is a strange and rather tragic paradox, 
indeed, that the temper creatéd by last 
week's disagreement is precisely the temper 
one needs to pave the way for an agree- 
ment. 

Yet, as M. Poincaré said, no bridge has 
been built. Nor can last week's negotiators 
approach one another again of their. own 
initiative for many weeks. 

The only hope has been 
agent. 

America might conceivably fill the rá, 
but the Sa of which France 1s a pro- 
minent member, stands a far better chance 
of succeeding. But how’? 

lt seems to me this might happen. Some 
state would raise the matter under Article 
II. A Council meeting would be accelerated. 
The question would be calmly discussed in al! 
its bearings, particular regard being paid to 
the representations of the French member, 
and a clear understanding being observed 
that no progress could be made without the 
concurrence of France. 

The latter part of M de Jouvenel’s motion 
already quoted means at any rate that. 

As to procedure, then, several paths would 
be possible. A harmonisation of last week's 
French and British plans might he well 
worth attempting. The League is singularly 
fortunate in having at its command two 
authorities as experts—Sir Arthur Sater, 
the former Secretary of the Reparations Com- 
mission, and M. Joseph Avenol, who knows 
the reparation problem from the French angle 
through and through. But concrete steps 
need not be discussed here. 

The essential fact is that an opportunity 
possibly still offers to have the problem dis- 
cussed in-a new atmosphere by the same 
negotiators, or others, before any irrevocable 
step is taken. 

There is no close analogy between the Ger- 
man and Austrian situation, but what | 
have heard casually to-day of the remark- 
able success of the League’s achieving. in 
the face of almost impossible odds at Vienna, 
serves tragically to emphasise in my mind 
the error of ignoring this last possible source 
of salvation. 

That the British Government would make 
no objection of League intervention I know 
well. France sobered, as she unquestionably 
is, by the prospects before her might well 
be inclined to acquiesce, “holding her hand, 
meanwhile, with a time limit.

Eyes are turned rather towards to-morrow 
than towards yesterday. This, there seems 
little doubt, will be the vital week of the 
Conference. For one thing, Hannan Bey is 
now on his way to Lausanne with a mandate 
given him for the Turkish delegation by the 
Angora Assembly. . 

So far as any indications have reached here 
as to the nature of his instructions, they are 
not such as to inspire particular optimism. 

The Turkish delegates are naturaily for the 
moment working on the assumption of 4 
serious breach in the Allied front as a result 
of the Paris breakdown. 

So far, however, signs of any breach are 
conspicuausly absent in spite of unremitting 
endeavours of the Temps and certain other 
agencies to conjure them into being. 

But what gives the coming days their main 
importance it that before the week is out the 
draft Treaty is likely to be ready for presen- 
tation to the Turks. 

It will not, uafortunately, consist of the 
series of clauses already agreed, for singu- 
larly little has been definitely agreed as a 
result of seven weeks’ conversations. 

Finality, however, must at some time be 
reached, and the Treaty, which embodies the 
Allies’ considered views, formulated after 
many concessions to the Turks, have been 
made, will, without constituting in any sense 
an ultimatum, present the situation to the 
Turkish delegation, not in fragments, but as 
a whole, and enable Angora to decide 
finally whether it wants peace or not. 

As for yesterday's discussions, they hardly 

eserve mention. The Minorities’ Sub-Com- 
mission sitting was marred by one discredit- 
able episode, the Turkish delegate, Riza 
Nour, who has been persistently difficult from 
the first day of the Conference, flinging un- 
ceremoniously out of the room ause he 
declined to listen even .to an informal con- 
versation regarding the possibility of a cer- 
tain degree of autonomy for the Armenians 
and other subject races. 

Riza Nour's personality, being what it is, 
the incident does not deserve exaggerated 
attention, though the Allied delegates have 
thought it worth whiie to address a formal 
protest to Ismet Pasha.

From A SpeciaL CORRESPONDENT. 


No one could pretend that Ireland is at 
present a peaceful country, but most people 
do not realise the considerable change that 
has taken place during the last three months 
in those districts which were at one time 
the very head and corner-stone of the 
extremists’ resistance. 

To anyone who knew the state of the 
country in the Limerick and Kerry Com- 
mands as short 4 time ago as the beginning 
of November, a visit to these areas will reveal 
a definite improvement. The population is 
overwhelmingly in sympathy with the pre- 
sent Government; trade is reasonably brisk ; 
communications are restored; social life, out- 
side that of the large country house, is 
humming, and the discipline and efficiency 
of . the National Army have made marked 
progress. These statements will be endorsed by 
anyone who revisits these parts of the country 
after an absence sufficiéntly long to permit 
him to. make an unprejudiced contrast be 
tween now and then. 


RETURN OF. PROSPERITY. 

As one started from Kingsbridge, the good 
and the evi] showed hand in hand. It was 
possible to take a ticket straight through to 
Tralee—a thing unheard of three months 
ago—but a warning was given that the 
journey must be made via Limerick June- 
tion and not via Nenagh; for a bridge had 
been damaged near that old plague-spot, 
Birdhill. 

But for the first part of the journey every- 
thing else marked the return to prosperity. 
Commercial travellers filled the carriages, 
and spoke favourably of the improvement of 
trade. Farmers got in and out at the 
various wayside stations, and, though not 
satisficd (what farmer from Adam onwards 
was ever entirely satisfied’) could not point 
out any very definite cause for complaint. 
Cattle prices were showing a slight upward 
tendency at the fairs, and, with the roads 
now almost free from obstructions, and the 
railways providing a regular service, the 
majority of difficulties in marketing their 
wares had disappeared. 

A change at Ballybraphy to the Nenagh 
train brought two labourers under inspection. 
They came, respectively from Birr and Roscrea, 
and began to ask each uther about the state 
of their district. Each averred that his dis- 
trict was the quietest, and a quarrel nearly 
ensued as to the rival claims. One of them, 
however. had gone through an unpleasant ex- 
perience on the night before near Thurles; 
for he was “held up ' by two srmed men 
and relieved of his whole stock of cash, which 
amounted to fourpence-halfpenny. He saved 
his watch only by his presence of mind in 
slipping it down the leg of his trousers. “his 
instance was, unfortunately, not uncommon. 

The dav before a farmer was robhed of 
£340 in the same wey, his attackers search- 
ing him thoronghly till they found the monev 
concealed in the crown of his hat, and it is 
nightly occurrence for two or three armed 
men to visit some of the larger countr’ houses 

id demand food and shelter at the poiat of 
the revolver. 


AT NENAGH. 

Nenagh, ugliest of Irish towns. was busy 
on my arrival in a,dishevelled kind of way, 
and was peaceful enough. An efficient and 
courteous patrol were halting motor cars and 
occasionally searching them—a procedure 
which is still necessary on main roads—to 
hamper the movements of men who are ' on 
the run.” The scars of burnings, now nearly 
two vears old, still disfigure. the streets, 
pointing to the desirability of prompt pay- 
ment of malicious injury decred; but this 
district, which was a year ago the worst in 
all Ireland, has nearly recovered. 

There are still certain small districts be- 
tween here and Limerick which have not yet 
been thoroughlv cleared un—chiefly those ats- 
vermines and Birdhill, which lie on the 
borders of two commands,. and obtain a cer- 
tain immunity from the diffievlty oí dealing 
with border districts. The Silverntines dis- 
trict has always enjoyed an unpleasant fame; 
but the existence of raiders is now no longer 
as safe end agreeable as it was. On 
one occasion lately some of them only 
managed to escape from their pursuers in 
overcoats and bare feet. Still the Silvermines 
district must be classed as a disturbed area. 
On the night of my arrival two men walked 
into a publichouse, and there shot in cold 
blood a National soldier, who was an inhabi- 
tant of the neighbourhood. 

Against this must be put the fact that none 
of the National posts in this command has 
been attacked for over six weeks, that the 
town of Nenach itself is quiet, that the 
County Court Judge was sitting in the town 
with a light list of cates, and that the Land 
Commission annuities are. everything cot- 
sidered. pretty regularly paid. Only in a few 
places do the process-servers fear to do their 
duty. : 
Next day the problem of getting to Limerick 
arose. As has been mentioned, two bridges 
had just been blown up at Birdhill: and, i 


the journey was to be made by rail. it would | 


involve a long detour through Limerick Junc- 
tion. As it happened, I was able to get a lift 
on a petrol lorry. . The road was entirely 
free from the trenches and fallen trees which 
used to make road travelling so difficult and 
dangerous. This was due. no doubt, largely 
to the business-like patrolling of the road, 
which could be observed, and to the numerous 
small posts which dotted it at intervals. 


PROTECTION OF RATLWAYS. 

The question arises: Why, if the roads can 
be protected, are the railways so subject to 
attaeks ’ There is little doubt that the 
railways are now the main object of attack, 
because the damage done to them is more 
serious, expensive, and more difficu]t to repair; 
and thus the immunity of the roads is due 
not only to the effective measures of pro- 
tection, but also to the infrequency of at- 
tempts to cut them. 

Still, something is being done to preser’o 
the railroads. Security can only be attained 
by a combination of small posts and flying 
‘patrols. It is not necessary to make damage 
to the rails absolutely impossible, but only 
so difficult and dangerous that it ceases to be 
attractive. At a very small cost rough 
blockhouses, made of two layers of corrugated 
iron with earth packed between them, and 
the whole protected by a barbed wire en- 
tanglement, can be built at the most im- 
portant points. 

These posts are somewhat exposed to at- 
tack, but can hold out for a considerable time 
till help, summoned by sigral rocket or other 
means, arrives. 
patrols of armoured trains, armoured cars 
running on the lines, and even trollier, can 
run at irregular intervals.

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WHAT IS THE ENTENTE? 
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ITS: BEARING ON 
REPARATIONS. 
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i“ THE TIMES” OF TO-DAY SAYS — 


In the course of a leading article The 
Times says ;—Paradoxical though it be, the 
break at Paris has strengthened and not 
weakened the Enlente Cordiaie, So much is 
made clear by the comment on both sides of 
the Channel. 

The explanation. of the paradox lies in the 
nature of the Hntente itseli. There is ne pre- 
cise treaty or agreement. the Entente 
Cordiale stands for a political friendship based 
on identity of interests. It originated, 
indeed, in an agreement, which was signed by 
Lord Lansdowne and M. Paul Cambon in 
1904. That was a purely negative instru- 
ment, eliminating certain matters in dispute 
between the two” countries. It was a 
Colonial settlement, which became virtually 
a defensive alliance, solely as a consequetice 
of Germany’s aggressive policy and menacing 
tactics during the decade that followed its 
conclusion. 

There remain the giarantee provisions 
(and notably Article 428) for the proper 
execution of the Treaty of Versailles by Ger- 
many, adds The Times. These prescribe the 
occupation of the Rhineland by Allied troops 
for a period of fifteen years, or until Ger- 
many shall have fulfilied her obligations. 
That constitutes our sole guarantee for the 
purpose, and it becomes a matter of the 
utmost importance that whatever steps 
may now be taken by France, we 
should do nothing to lend colour to 
the supposition that we are weaken- 
ing in our insistence on Germany's 
fulfilment of her obligations. There must be 
no talk of our withdrawing our troops from 
the Rhine. 

The question, how best to induce a re 
luctant debtor to honour her signature, has 

roduced a profound difference of judgment 

tween her principal creditors. France has 
her plan, and is apparently determined to trv 
it. We do not think it a good plan. Sut 
we acknowledge that the default of Germany 
warrants the application of stern sanctions 
once a scheme of settlenient has been imposed 
that is practicable, final and complete; and 
we realise that France’s first and foremost. 
care is to obtain the cash on which she has 
counted to make her Budget balance. 

The Entente Cordialé has always been an 
elastic bond of union, and its elasticity. was 
never more valuable than at the present 
moment. It rests, not upon written conven- 
tions, but upon something even more solemn 
Large areas of France where Britons lie buried 
have become, through the generosity of the 
French Government, British soi] in perpetuity. 
The cross¢s which cover them are familiar 
features of the landscape to millions of French 
men and women, daily reminders of a common 
struggle against a ruthless invader. They 
are also signs which make the soil of France 
sacred to millions of British men and women 
all over the world, who, perhaps, themselves 
have never set foot upon it. No political 
vicissitudes can change these symbols of unity, 
nor can any statecraft destroy them. |

ALLIES' COMMON POLICY 
UNSHAEEN. 

People in Paris and at Angora who expected 
that the differences between England and 
France on reparations meant a dissolution of 
the Entente, which would be immediately re- 
flected by a divergence from their common 
policy at Lausanne, have indulged in a 

ratuitous error, says TÁe Times editorially.

This is a welcome proof that’ the declara- 
tions made by M. Poincaré at the close of the 
Paris meeting, when he assured us that France 
did not: contemplate any estrangement from 
her English Ally as the result of this 
difference, were as sincere as the assurances 
of the Prime Minister that we, for our part, 
would not suffer. it to diminish or to cool our 
tried friendship with France. 

If the Turkish delegation really have been 
ealculating that the failure of the Allies to 
agree upon the best means of extracting re 
parations from Germany would afford them 
an opportunity for evading tne peace terms 
which the Allies deem indispensable, thet: 
disappointment must be grievous. 

They have the strongest personal reasons 
for reluctance to go back to Ángora with any 
conditions. short of the national pact. They 
know the fate of Bekir Sami Bey, who signed 
the Angora Agreement with France on Mus- 
tapha Kemal’s direct order, He was arraigned 
of high treason, and it was only by Kemal’s 

ersonal intervention that he escaped execu- 
tion, and got off with banishment for life. 

Thev know the real nature of the Govern- 
ment they serve, and that it is based upon 
elements with which even: Kemal has to 
‘reckon The real dtivitg force is not the 
Grand National Assembly, but the corps of 
Turkish officers, some fifty thousand strong, 
whose living depends upon their pay, upon 
plunder and upon peculation. ;

NEED OF AN IRISH 
CAMPAIGN. 


INVITATION TO U.S, 
BUSINESS MEN.

At the monthly meeting of the Cork Chamber 
of Commerce on Saturday it was ananimously 
decided that the Irish Chambers of Com- 
merce should invite a delegation of American 


industrialists to visit Ireland. Ay 

Mr. Canavan, representing the United 
States Line, referred to publicity as being 
absolutely necessary for the promotion of in- 
ternational trade and commerce. 

He stated that very little was known of 
the industrial possibilities ol Ireland i” 
foreign countries, and that if Ireland had an 
efficient publicity scheme 19 operation the ex- 
ploitation of her natural resources would be 
come a. matter of immediate importance. 
At present foreigners merely thought of Ire- 
land as a sort of emerald isle where things 
were always at cross purposes. . 

He thought, however, that this country was 
on the eve of a big industrial revival, to 
meet the necessities of which it was necessary 
to bring foreign representatives of commerce 
‘close touch with the industrial possibilities 
in this country. He thought that an oppor 
tunitv offered now, as the Associated Cham- 
bers of Commerce of the World would shortly 
hold their. second , international meeting in 
Rome. 

A CHANCE. 

Three hundred representatives of the United 
States had been appointed to attend the Con- 
fererice, and had an itinerary marked out for 
them. which, unfortunately, did not include 
Lelend He was of opinion, however, rbot 
if proper steps were taken, a number of the 
United’ States delegates would so modify their 
arrangements as to include Ireland in the 
tour, 

Mr. John Gamon, 
Queenstown, said that Ireland would be 4 
loser’ by not takin part in the Con- 
ference, as big problems Gopting with inter- 
natidnal trade would Le’ fully discussed. 

If Ireland were to make attempts to take 
her place in the commerce of the world her 
business people should be prepared to take 
the initiative in vital matters such as this, 
especially as initiativé is one of the essentials 
of business enterprise all the world over. 

2eferring to the sentimental bonds between 
his country and Ireland, he stated that the 
bonds were rather loose at present, and re- 
quired fur tightening purposes contact—per- 
ecnal contact—between the industrialists and 
entrepreneurs of America and the heads of 
Irish business firms. 

The Chairman, Mr” Foley, said that since 
the Moore-M‘Cormack line operated 50,000 
tons of merchandise had been carried direct 
from American ports to Cork, and a freight 
saving of up to £50,000 had been effected by 
this direct shipping. It appeared at present 
that the whole industrial and commercial 
fabric of Ireland had broken down.

THE GREAT SOUTHERN AND 


WESTERN RAILWAY. 

TO THE EDITOR OF TIE IRI TIMES. 

Srr,—The action of the Free State Govern- 
ment in refusing to guarantee payment 
interest and dividends to the proprietors of 
the Great Southern and Western Railway 
has been criticised somewhat severely in me 
eolumns. In so $ar as the restige of the 
Government is affected, I hold no brief for 
Ministers, who are quite capable of defending 
themselves; but there is a serious risk that 
ill-informed comments in the Press may en- 
danger national credit. and it appears to me 
desirable that some effort should be made to 
ascertain what the actual facts involved in 

ris controversy are. Bee i 
The seaitiony as I understand rt, Is this. 
The Great Southern and Western Compan 
anticipate that, under existing conditions, = 
continued operation of their undertaking wi 
result in an actual working: loss of £10,000 a 
week. That is to say, the cash outgoings, 
without any provision for the service of 
‘likely to exceed the realised earn- 
railway by the amount stated. 
of view of the debenture 
and. atock-holders of the company, if the 
Government do not intervene, either a 
revenue debit at the rate of £520,000 a year 
must be incurred, or the line must be closed 
with the result, in the latter event, 
only would no interest or 
earned, but, on the 
on of property would be 
‘neurred, which might easily exceed in amount 
the estimated deficit on working. These being 
the circumstances, the Government ae ral 
tion was to relieve the proprietors of a liability 
to accrue at the rate of 520,000 a year, and 
to keep the system in working order so as to 
obviate a capital depreciation; but a guaran. 
tee of interest or dividends at the expense of 
the taxpaver, which under the only possible 
alternatives to State control could not be 
earned, was declined, 

It has been suggested that the precedent 
created by the action of the British Govern- 
ment in 1916, when net-receipts on a pre-war 
basis were guaranteed, should have been fol- 
lowed: bnt the conditions are wholly different. 
In 1916 the railways were solvent and at the 
moment earning a revenue but little less than 
normal. The politica! situation did not admit 
of different treatment of the Irish railways to 
that extended to those in Great Britain, and 
the Consolidated Fund of the United Kingdom 
was available instead of the attenuated finan- 
cial resources of the Irish Free State. 

Evervone must sympathise with the plight 
of the Great Southern and Western proprietors 
(and no one more earnestly than the writer, 
since his own pocket is affected); but the 
charges levelled against the Government o 
attempted confiscation of property and a want 
of rectitude in finance likely to react later 
when the time comes for floating State loans. 
appear to me ill-founded and liable, if allowed 
to pass unchallenged, to affect prejudicially 
important public interests, In the excep- 
tionally difficult circumstances confronting 
them. the Government, I submit, could not 
reasonably have been expected to indemnify 
the Great Southern and Western proprietors, 
unless they were prepared to incur an un- 
limited liability to make good also the trade 
losses of all those firms and individuals 
throughout the country who have suffered 
either the destruction of their premises or the 
ruin of their business during the past eighteen 
months.—Yours, etc., ‘“* SPECTATOR.”’

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MOTOR TAXATION, 

TO THE EPITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—Since the publication of my letter 
on the 2nd instant, many_motorists and motor 
traders have written shggesting that the 
various interests desiring some real reform, 
in motor taxation should combine to press 
upon the Government the necessity for an 
immediate concession which will enable the 
continuance of the use of motor cars until 
such time as-a proper scheme can be adopted. 
It is necessary, therefore, to-point out that 
the Irish Motor Legislation Committee 1s 
composed of representatives of the following 
organisations :—Dublin Chamber of Commerce, 
Royal Irish Automobile Club, Irish Motor 
Agents’ Association, Dublin Carriers’ Associa- 
tion, Irish Motor and Cycle Wholesale 
Traders’ Association, Motor Cycle Union of 
Ireland. The Committee has given very close 
consideration to the scheme announced by 
the Government, and is convinced that, either 
gs a means of obtaining revenue for road 
improvement or as a change which will make 
the nse"oí motor cars an -cconomical proposi- 
tion, the scheme is worthless. In how many 


counties. to-day would a man of limited means 
think of paying £20 a year for the right to 
nse a motor car? It is to be feared that the 
Government took the narrow view that motor- 
ing is only to be considered as a pastime for 
the wealthy cless, forgetting that motor 
vehicles have been a powerful means of in- 
creasing the efficiency and the amenities of 
the nation, helping to reduce the handicap 
of wretched railway services and intolerable 
rates and fares. 

When the Committee urged that, as a 
temporary measure, a reduction of fiftv per 
cent. should be granted, it was conscious that 
the anomalies of the system which had been 
introduced by Great Britain, for her own 
reasons, would remain. That is, several cars 
of great popularity in Ireland would still pay 
much more than other cars of equal seating 
capacity. But the tax on all cars would have 
been reduced to a reasonable figure, and the 
anomalies would have been overlooked in the 
general satisfaction. The Government’s adop- 
tion, without material alteration, of a system 
of taxation designed: for a country where 
manrfacturing interests predominates is an 
act of statesmanship ‘which is not easy to 
comprehend. i 

The present condition of transport, agri- 
culture and industry in Ireland points to a 
demand for motor vehicles in great numbers 
in the future. It is not a wise policy, there- 
fore, to prevent the growth of the motor in- 
dustry even for a time. Those who know the 
terrible difficulties experienced in attaining to 
the present position will appreciate the danger 
of a set-back such as must be caused by the 
Government's decision. There is still time to 
introduce a scheme of taxation which will 
stimulate development and enable the country 
to equip itself on modern lines. The Govern- 
ment should not be too proud to acknowledge 
its mistake.—Yours, etc.,

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—The new tax proposals appear on the 
surface to be an endeavour on the part of 
the Government to help owners of light- 
weight American cars—the most numerous 
and popular care in Ireland—but in applica 
tion its injustice is still appalling. These 
cars, low in cost, appeal to a clase and fill 
a want that no other cars attempt to do. 
Cars of this class, with their light weight, 
wide track and high clearance, damage the 
roads less than any other cars of their 
soetty. The tax hits them more than any 
other makes. Take the case of a farmer or 
professional man of small means who pur- 
chases a second-hand car of 1915 or 1916 make 
at the market price of £40, £60, or £100. 
He will be compelled to pay approximately a 
third of the total value of the car yearly in tax, 
or considerably more if paid in quarterly in- 
stalments. This deters bu ers of this class 
of car, and so interferes all up the line with 
buyers of ‘new cars, as traders cannot over- 
stock themselves with the older second-hand 
cars, and the only business left to the trader 
is the few sales made to those who have 
not previously owned a car. 

The motor trade of Southern Ireland is 
struggling to survive, and, considering the 
difficulties and restrictions it has laboured 
under for the last four years, the least the 
Government should do is to remove as many 
obstacles’ from the path of motorists as it 
possibly can, so that this important industry 
should be saved from the disaster that 
threatens it. 

One word more for the ears of the Dublin 

olice magistrates. The absolutely savage 
nes that are being inflicted on Dublin busi- 
ness men for speeds up to 26 or 28 miles an 
hour on roads around the city which they con- 
stantly travel over, and which ate absolutely 
safe for much higher speeds, have become a 
very soré point with good and considerate 
drivers. It is quite time that the public 
realised that it is not speed alone that causes 
accidents to them.—Yours, etc.,

HEAVY LOSSES.

An official report issued by the national 
Army headquarters states that daring a 
search of “ Wyvern’’ House, Kenilworth 
Park. Rathmines, national troops seized 
a press used ‘for printing propaganda, 
printing matérials, a Thompson gun and 
60 rounds of ammunition, and a quantity 
of revolver ammunition. Two persons 
found on the premises were arrested. 

Official accounts of the seven-hour fight 


in Millstreet, County Cork, admit that | 


three. national posts. were taken. The 
main post, however, continued the fight 
until the attackers withdrew. 

The national troops had one soldier 
killed and four wounded, while the 
attackers are reported to have lost five 
killed and several wounded. 

An unofficia] account gives the attacking 
party s losses as seven killed and nineteen 
wounded.

THE CORK FIGHT. 
SEIZURE IN A RATHMINES 
HOUSE. 


The National Army Headquarters ‘ast night 
issued the following official reports :— 

‘In a search made by troops in 
Ballaghadereen a prominent irregular named 
Flannery was captuted. In the Islandeady 
(Westport) area troops captured four irregulars 
named. O'Donnell, O'Callaghan, Chambers, 
and May. ; 

“ On the night oí the 5th inst..a determined 
assault was made by irregulars on the posts 
held by troops in Millstreet (Co. Cork). Three 
small posts were. obliged to -yield; but the 
main post in the town was defended by the 
troops. for seven hours, when the attackers 
were forced to withdraw. The troops had 
ene soklier killed and’ four wounded. . The 
irregular losses are estimated at five killed 
and several wéunded. 

“Troops operating in the Bantry area 
captured three irregulars, together with ten 
rifles, 500 rounds of ammunition, and five 
bicycles found in a dump. 

“In the Kerry area troops captured 35 
mine cases, with caps, at Dingle, A stolen 
motor car was recovered by the troops in the 
Castleisland district. An irregular named 
O'Sullivan was arrested in a house at Bally- 
macthomas. He endeavoured to get away 
through the rear of the p-emises, but was 
captured in a garden. In the Tralee area two 
irregnlars named Patrick Raymond and 
Joseph Barrett were captured. At Ballybrack 
an abortive attempt was made by a band of 
armed irregulars to wreck & troop repair 
train. 

‘On Saturday evening troops carried out a 
search of ‘‘Wyvern”’ House, Kenilworth Park, 
Rathmines, when a printing press, utilised 
for the printing of an irregular propagandist 
sheet, a large quantity of printing materials, 
one Thompson gun, with 60 rounds of 
ammunition, and a quantity of revolver 
ammunition, were seized. Two. persons found 
on the premises were arrested.” : 


MILLSTREET ATTACH. 
HEAVY CASUALTY LIST. 

Our Cork Correspondent telegraphs :— 

Further details of the armed attack on Mill- 
street on Friday night go to show that 1t 
bevan at 10 o'clock, The national troops were 
distributed in four posts—one large and three 
small ones. 

The first post was taken by means of a 
trick. A man, disguised as a priest, and 4 
woman walked up to the door of one small 
post and shot two sentries. Other attackers 
fred on the -interior of the building with 4 
machine gun. The place was rushed, and, 
after a struggle, the garrison of nine men was 
overpowered. 

A simultaneous attack was made on 
another post of ten men—the old Royal Irish 
Constabulary barracks—and after a brief fight 
the post was captured. 

Then the attackers concentrated on the 
third post, “ Murphy’s,’’ which was held by 
ten men for upwards of an hour against a 
fierce onslaught of Thompson and Lewis gun 
fire, incendiary bombs, rifle grenades, etc. 
Several times the attackers tried to rnsh the 
building and failed, sustaining casualties, but 
the attack was pressed until the defenders’ 
ammunition was exhausted, and they were 
compelled to surrender. 


CHIEF POST ATTACKED. 

The attack on the Carnegie Library, the 
headquarters of the troops, was the fiercest 
of all. The building was held by three 
officers—Captain Kiely and Lieutenants Mul- 
lane and Bissett—and 26 men. The attackers 
numbered about 150, and 13 of their machine- 
gains were located by the national troops. 
Petrol was poured into the building from a 
hose, and this was followed by incendiary 
bombs and ‘‘ Tracer’’ bullets. The garrison 
had to smother outbreaks of fire as well as to 
defend the post. Meanwhile machine-guns 
were playing on the barracks and bombs were 
Ei us against, the defences. 

larly in the fray three of the garrison 
were seriously wounded. One of these— 
Sergeant-Major O’Mahony—kept on fighting, 
and was shot dead two hours later. The 
attackers repeatedly called on the soldiers to 
surrender. 

After a time the attacking party tried to 
rush the barracks, but two of their men were 
shot dead and several wounded, and the rush 
was broken.

INNISKEEN OUTRAGE, 
EXPLOSIVE PLANTED IN A 
STATION. 


On Friday night at Inniskeen Railway 
Station, which is about six miles from Dun- 
dalk and just within the County Monaghan 
border, two young men, armed with revolvers, 
entered the stationmaster’s office and placed 
a large tin of the explosive known as “ Irish 
Cheddar’ on the floor. A detonator and a 
lighted fuse were attached to the explosive. 

The young men ran out, leaving the station- 
master (Mr. James Graham), his wife and 
5 young children onthe premises. Mr. Graham 
pluckily seized the tin of *‘ Cheddar,’ and 
lang it out on to the railway platform. The 
fuse and detonator became detached as he 
did so, but there was a slight explosion, 
which burned his face ad legs. The 
“ Cheddar,”’ however, failed to explode, and 
was handed over afterwards to National 
soldiers. 

At Dundalk on Saturday afternoon, when 
the 4.23 o'clock passenger train for Ennis- 
killen was about to start, two armed National 
soldiers got on to the footplate, and it was 
noticed that there were many armed soldiers 
on the train. A fireman refused to accom- 
pany the train. He was at once placed under 
arrest, and taken to the county jail in a 
Crossley tender. Another fireman was got, 
aud the train steamed out. Just a fortnight 
ago the train which leaves Dundalk at the 
same hour was fired on at Inniskeen. The 
military authorities seem to have feared 
another attack at the same place on Saturday. 

TRAIN DELAYED. 

The goods train from Portadown to Dun- 
dalk was ge on Saturday night by a 
red light at Mountpleasant, four miles north 
of Dundalk, when armed men jumped on 
board and delayed the train for half an hour. 
They did not interfere with the goods. Their 
objeet appeared to be to hold the train until 
another goods train should arrive on the same 
line.

Taking a broad and Jong view, the prospects 
for a trade revival in the linen industry still 
continue bright, although there are a few 
unfavourable factors. Buying in the United 
States, which is the largest market for the 
industry, and in normal times absorbs about 
50 per cent. of the hnen exports, has fallen off 
somewhat owing, first, tothe higher tariffs, and 
secondly, to the advance in the exchange rate. 
Importers who placed orders for goods when 
sterling was quoted around 4.55 dollars, are 
now facing the possibility of loss, with sterling 
near par. Consequently, buying has eased off 
in this market in the hope, possibly, of a 
fall in the exchange.. As might be expected 
under these circumstances, appeals are made 
to manufacturers to reduce their costs to 
meet the rise in the price of exchange. Under 
present conditions of the flax supply, and the 
prices of the raw material, this is a very 
difficult thing to do, particularly in view of 
the fact that prices were recently lowered in 
many instances to meet the new American 
tarifis, and as the price of linen goods has 
fallen, as I pointed out last week, to a much 
greater extent than the drop in the raw 
material and labour costs would warrant, 
manufacturers are now working upon a very 
small margin of profit, and the same applies 
to spinners. It is difficult, therefore, to see 
how prices can be further cut at present. 

At the same time, it is evident that there 
is a more optimistic tone in al! sections of the 
industry, and whether this is justifiable or 
not, it is clear that the future is regarded 
with more. confidence. Linen prices, which 
were relatively high compared with other tex- 
tiles, owing to the great scarcity of flax 
during the war and the demands for aeroplane 
cloth, are now npon a more competitive basis, 
notably with its great competitor, cotton. 
It is certainly rather remarkable to find raw 
cotton. about the same price as flax, and the 
leading hotels and shipping companies, who 
substituted cotton goods for linen during the 
war, have not been slow to return to the 
more enduring linen fabrics. Consequently, 
the demand for al! classes of household linen 
is well maintained, and during the coming 
year a big demand is expected in linen dress 
material, of which there are.many new and

'The Peace Committee oí the Dublin Sinn 


Fein Organisation met yesterday afternoon at 
3.30. o'clock in the Mansion House, Dublin. 
The proceedings were conducted in private. 

Little public interest was shown in the 
meeting, so far as the attendance of the 
general public was concerned, but about 50 
young women assembled outside the Mansion 
House and made a slight demonstration. Mrs. 
Gonne MacBride, Mrs. Despard, and some 
others entered the Mansion House and in- 
quired if the meeting was public, and on re- 
ceiving a reply in the negative withdrew. 

An official report supplied to the Press 
after the meeting stated that 19 Sinn, Fein 
Clubs were represented, and that it was unanl- 
mously agreed that the following statement 
should be issued to each member of Sinn 
Fein :— 

‘4 CHoara.—When, over four years ago, 
Ireland returned by an overwhelming majority 
the Parliamentary candidates sent forward by 
our organisation, a national responsibility was 
placed on Sinn Fein. That responsibility we 
accepted. Our country unmistakably endorsed 
the manner in which it was discharged by 
electing ur candidates at the All-Ireland 
Local Government elections of January and 
June, 1920, and again at the general election 
in May, 1921. That the country’s confidence 
was justified was made manijest when, in 
July, 1921, Britain sought a truce Five 
months later came the signing of the ‘ Articles 
of Agreement’ for a ' Treaty’ with England, 
which was approved by a majority of the 
Dail, and the nationa! unity was riven. Sinn 
Fein regained its solidarity with the signing 
of the Collins-de Valera pact, which pact was 
solemnly ratified by the Extraordinary Ard 
Fheis, and the country, again placing its faith 
and hope in the organisation which had 
brought victory so near, returned our candl- 
dates at the ensuing general election. 

‘“Those elected are now in contending 
parties in the present civil war. . 

‘‘ Therefore, upon us, Sinn Feinithe, there 
rests a degree of responsibility, and it is our 
bounden duty to make an effort to bring 
peace. Such an effort, set about in the 
right spirit, taking cognisance of all the 
facts. and aiming, not at forcing, but merely 
at efiecting a just and permanent peace would 
likely be successful. | 

“Bearing all this in mind we, Dublin 
Sinn Feinidhe, have asked that the extraordi- 
narv Ard Fheis, which adjourned on the ratt- 
fication of the Pact, he re-convened with. the 
same delegates, with a view to taking steps 
to secure a peace, and have appointed a 
Committee to endeavour, meanwhile, to dis- 
cover a basis upon which it can be obtained. 
We everv Sinn Fein Cumann to help 
vs, and the ‘immediate step we a ag 18 
that each should hold a meeting for the 
purpose of endorsing our request, 
form the Committee of the result. — 

‘To be in a position to devote inteilect 
and energy to the advancement of Ireland, 
over which death hovers; to do justice to 
the memory of the ‘glorious dead; to nonoar 
the great past of which we are the imher- 
tors. and lay the foundation of the brillant 
future which, we hope, will be the portion 
of our successors; to work out the noble, 
national, and personal destinies which God 
has surely ordained for us—in short, to 
obtain the inestimable blessing of peace, 18 
worthy of incalculable effort and great sacri- 
fice. Confidently, then, we rely upon you 
to do your part.” 

The following was also issued :— 

“To the People of Ireland :— i 

* A Chairde Gaedheal—Sinn Fein in Dub- 
lin. conscious of its duty to our Motherland, 
has taken steps to attempt to secure an 
honourable peace. We have set ourselves to 
a difficult task; we are mindful of the pit- 
falls ahead. But. believing in the firm de- 
sire for. and will to, peace in the hearts and 
heads of all Gaels, we begin our work high 
in hope for its successful completion. We 
appeal íor cotdial approval, general support. 
and such co-operation as we may seek later. 

Also the following resolution was adopted :— 

“That this meeting of representatives of 
nineteen clubs from Dublin City and County 
endorses the resolution passed at the meeting 
of the Citv and Countv Comhairle on Decem- 
her 24th. ‘request nz the re convening of the 
last Ard-Fheis. with a view to taking steps to 
secure a just and permanent peace.

Sergeant Edward 
Lay'or, hearing footsteps after eleven o'clock 
on the nicht of October 25, called *‘ Halt '' 
times in the direction whence the 
sounds came, and as there was no response he 
fired towards the place, and the girl was shot 
in the knee. She died on Friday from blood 
poisoning and exhaustion. A Commandant of 
the Special Constabulary said that ail 
‘halting ’’ .people after ‘‘ Curfew” 
were to call three times, but if the person 
called upon did not stop, to fire a shot. but 
to give reasonable time between the halts. 
Discretion was to be used by the commander 
of the patrol. The jurv found that the shot 
was fired by the sergeant in the execution 
of his duty. 

SIX DAYS’ CATTLE DETENTION.—A 
conference to consider how best to co-ordinate 
upposition to the making statutory the six 
days’ detention of all Irish cattle landed in 
Great Britain, and to formulate plans for 
pressing the demand for the repeal of the 
Act, at least in so far as it refers to Northern 
Ireland, was held in Belfast on Friday. The 
confereyce was unanimously of opinion that 
the matter. was of such vital importance that 
the Northern Government should officially 
take it up with the Imperial Government and 
press vigorously the claims of Northern Ireland 
to equality of treatment with all other parts 
of the United Kingdom. It was decided that 
an organising committee should be formed, 
consisting of representatives of the Cattle 
Dealers’ Association and representatives of 
the Ulster Farmers’ Union, to formulate a 
policv and plans for the carrying-on of the 
campaign, 

COMMERCIAL TRAVELLER’S ADVEN. 
TURE.—At the Ulster Winter Assizes, at 
Belfast on Saturday Thomas Montgomery 
pleaded not guilty to a charge of armed 
robbery on October 24 at Enniskillen. George 
Henry Brown, accused in connection with the 
occurrence, did not surrender to his bail. 
Evidence was given by Donald Carter, com- 
mercial traveller,’ of Bristol: He stated that 
he met the accused men in a hairdresser’s 
shop at Enniskillen, and they represented that 
they could introduce shim to customers at 
Belcoo. He went with them to that place, 
to which he had never been in his life. They 
took him out into the country and entered 
a field. Here what looked like a big revolver 
was presented at him. He had to hand over 
£49 in money and three cheques. A police 
officer stated that, if Carter’s evidence was 
true, the robbery took place in Co. Cavan. 
The jury found a verdict of guilty. - The 
judge adjourned sentence until February 18. 
The prisoner entered a plea of not guilty on 
a further charge of receiving, and this was 
adjourned until next assizes. A third charge 
of stealing a revolver the property of a 
Special constable, to which the prisoner 
pleaded not guilty, was also adjourned, 
Brown’s recognisances were estreated. 

COOKSTOWN’S SOLICITOR.—At Cooks- 
town on Friday, Mr. John Byers, of Messrs. 
Venables and Byers, solicitors, was appointed 
solicitor to the Board of Guardians and Rural 
District Council. Mr. T. J. 8. Harbison, 
M.P., who held the appointment from 
December 10, 1921, was also a candidate. The

CAM AN D MOTOR SHARES. 


No diminution in the popularity of these 
shares is as yet noticeable. in fact, there has 
been as much dealing since the holidays as 
on any day before . (writes the Iwvestors’ 
Chronicle). Developments are reported as 
highly satisfactory, but whether this provides 
greater justification for the rise than previous 
news is doubtful. In the early stages of the 
rise last year we extended our support, but 
necessarily modified our views when the 
market began to run too far ahead of megits. 
This remains our opinion. Making full allow- 
ance for what has happened since the last 
computation of ore reserves, there must be 
appreciably less than 40 per cent. of the 
market capitalisation in profit in sight, while 
in the case of a quartz mine such as this, at 
least 70 per cent. is desirable. If the com- 
pany is out of debt it is only through the 
exercise of options on shares at par—a nice 
me for the lenders, seeing the shares are 
er cent. premium—and ‘if the promise of 
dividends this year materialises, 10 per cent. 
would be a liberal estimate, giving 5 per cent. 
yield. If further justification for our cautious 
attitude be needed we would recall that 
numerous instances of other Rhodesian mines, 
such as Giant, Hay, Selukwe, Thistle, New 
Found Out, and so on—mostly undef the same 
— as Cam—whose shares were forced up 
to giddy heights, ultimately becoming barely 
saleable. That some holders rea = a the 
dangers. of the position is evident from the 
considerable sales of shares from.South Africa 
during the past few weeks. Who is the con- 
siderable seller? 


FOREIGN EXCHANGES. 


Commenting on the foreign exchanges in 
Devember, the ‘‘Monthly Review” of 
Barclay's Bank says :—‘* The most remarkable 
event of the month has undoubtedly been the 
rise in the New York rate, which on Decem- 
ber 14th was quoted at 4. 604, An upward 
movement was not un » bat this high 
level exceeded the mo optimistic anticipa- 
tions, and it is not surprising that some 
reaction occurred, the rate declining to’ 4.60 
on December 19th. The rumours that special 
operations on the London market were respon- 
sible for the upward movement appear to be 
unfounded. The rise is partly due to brighter 
hopes of a settlement of the reparations 
problem, together with the trade improvement 
and the sound financial position in Great 
Britain. The relative price level in the two 
countries is an important factor, while the 
visit of the Funding Mission to New York 
and the continued foreign investments by 
America, have also had an effect. Moreover, 
although the supply of dollars is appreciably 
increased by the “at flow oí gold week by 
week to New York,'the commercial demand 
is still small. There has, however, been a 
considerable demand for forward sterling in 
New York, especially for January and 
February deliv ery.

The first meeting oí the newly-elected Com- 
mittee of the Licensed Grocers’ and Vintners’ 
Protection Association was held in the offices, 
Commercial Buildings, Dame street, Dublin, 
for the purpose of electing the honorary 
Officers. The chair was occupied by the out- 
going Chairman (Mr. Thomas Dobson), and 
there were present :-—~Messrs. John J. Higgins 
(Vice-Chairman), Hugh Brady, Michael Baker, 
James Baker, Patrick Butler, John Carolan, 
Michael Corbett, Patrick Conway, Michael

The Secretary, Mr. Martin 0” Byrne, acted 
as presiding officer. The poll opened at 11.30 
a.m. and closed at 12.50 p.m., and, as a re- 
sult of the scrutiny of votes, the Chairman 
announced the result as follows:—Mr. John 
J. Higgins, Vice-Chairman, was unanimously 
elected Chairman; Mr. Patrick Conway, 70 
Parnell street, was unanimously elected Vice- 
Chairman; Mr. Thomas Davy was unanimously 
re-elected Treasurer; and Messrs. Michael 
Fanning, Michael Humphreys, 
Kenne y were unanimously elected trustees. 

The newly-elected Chairman, on taking the 
chair, expressed his thanks, and said he took 
up the position of Chairman of that old 
organisation with a full sense of the great 
honour they had conferred on him, and, he 
would say, a full sense also of the big duties 
and responsibilities attaching to the position. 
Personally, he never coveted the position, 
and, indeed, when he found himself invited to 
take the vice-chair a year ago, nobody could 
be more surprised than he to find he had 
been chosen. While this was so, however, 
he felt that it was an honour and dignity of 
which any member of the trade might be 
justly proud, and he felt it was his duty, as 
a trader who had some experience of public 
life in other capacities, to throw himself into 
the duties of the office, and do his best to 
justify the trust they had reposed in him. 
Since then, under the guidance of their 
worthy Chairman and his old friend, Mr. 
Dobson, he had done all in his power to ‘watch 
and safeguard the big interests that that 
Association stands for, and it was his inten- 
ae now that they had placed him in the 

hest position in the gift of his colleagues, 

ms, ord nothing undone to justify their choice. 

They were passing through a big history- 
making period, and at the moment, while 
there was a large amount to be lamented in 
what was going on in the country, he was 
one of those who felt optimistic about the 
future, and he felt that before they had gone 
very far into the new year, better conditions 
| would prevail. As to their business, looking 
Fto the future, he was convinced that the 
fortunes of their trade were largely in their 
own hands. It had always been the aim of 
their Association to so guide and control the 
domestic conduct of what would always be a 
difficult business as to disarm their opponents, 
as far as was possible, by preventing abuses 
and conforming not only with the law of the 
land, but with that healthy public opinion, 
which may at all times be taken as the surest 
guide. In the disturbed conditions of the 
past three years they had found it more diffi- 
cult than ordinarily to secure that full co- 
‘operation from the rank and file which they 
‘obtained in the past, though, on the whole, 
when they remembered the peculiar and ditii- 
cult nature of their business, it was, he 
thought, a gratifying circumstance that there 
had not been more cause for complaint. 

For the greater part of that period there 
had been almost an entire absence of the ordi- 
nary law, and those who took advantage oí 
that condition of things could make things 
very difficult for a business like theirs. They 
were more in the hands of the public than 
any otaer trade, and law-breakers and other 
evil-disposed persons could harass and 
hamper them more than any other class of 
trader. In the circumstances, he repeated, it 
was something to be proud of that their re- 
cord as law-abiding citizens stood so nigh. 
It would be their aim in the future to use “all 
their influence to maintain that character fcr 
good conduct which they had always striven 
to uphold. 

There was one important matter to which 
he thought he might refer, and that was the 
trading hours. Vhen the D.O.R.A. Orders 
ceased to exist early last year, and the EFro- 
visional Government took over control, the 
legal hours of opening and closing their houses 
automatically reverted to the old statutory 
hours. They, as an Association, did not want 
this to be taken advantage of by the trade. 
They felt that the hours 9 to 9.50, or perhaps 
to 10 p.m., if finally adjusted at the latter 
hour, were long enough for the public re- 
quirements, and they approached the Govern- 
ment with a view to getting an order issued 
on, something done that would prevent traders 
opening Ne closing as of old. They found 
them most sympathetic and anxious to co- 
operate, but found there were legal difficulties 
in the way pending legislation on the matter. 
So far nothing had been done to remedy the 
matter, but they were confident that in the 
very near future it would be attended to and 
uniform hours established. Ip the meantime 
he regretted to say that while the vast 
majority of their members complied with 
their request—and he might also say with 
what was the desire of the Government—to 
adhere to the 9 to 9.30 arrangement, a minority. 
could not be induced to do so. This was re- 
grettable, and: he thought it only right. that 
he should take that opportunity of saying so 
publicly. (Hear, hear.) Nobody wanted the 
old trading hours. 

The public, who naturally should have the 
first atid the last word in the matter, did not 
require them; and the trade at a special 
general meeting held in May last passed a 
resolution unanimously endorsing the shorter 
hours, He referred to this matter at some 
length because it was one of very great im- 
portance and a matter which required perma- 
nent adjustment in the very near future. As 
to other matters, there were, of course, many 
very important trade subjects, but they were 
chiefly of a domestic character and had no 
public interest. Their outgoing Chairman 
would, presumably, deal with the occurrence 
of the previous twelve months, and the re- 
mainder of his remarks would, therefore, be 
very brief. The cause of temperance, which had 
been brought into the limelight very much 
lately, was one which, he thought, he should 
say one word about. The man who abused 
the use of drink had always been their 
greatest enemy, and he said it deliberately 
that, in spite of all that might be said by 
their enemies to the contrary, one of the 
greatest factors towards bringing about the 
greet falling off in drunkenness in recent 
years had been the attitude of the traders 
themselves. They were all very pleased to 
see that drupkenness was a thing of the past. 
Nobody welcomed that improvement in the 
condition of the community more than they 
did, and it should be at all times the en- 
deavour of their organisation to help on that 
condition of things. (Applause.) Just one 
word more. He congratulated the trade on 
the efficient—indeed, he might say almost 
fect—state of organisation which they ha 
the metropolitan area. (Hear, hear.) In 
the. provinces, however, while their strength 
had been fairly well maintained, there was 
still a considerable amount of apathy, and 
many members of the trade were outside the 
ranks who should be in them. In a trade 
like theirs that should not be, and while 
every allowance must naturally be made fcr 
the hampering condjtions in the country 
during the previous twelve months, he hoped 
and believed that before they reached the end 
of 1923 there would be a large accession of 
membership. (Hear, hear.) It only remained 
for him to repeat his very sincere thanks for 
the honour they had done him, and to wish 
them one and all peace, happiness, and pros- 
perity in the new year. (Loud applause.) 

The Vice-Chairman, Mr. Conway, also re- 
turned thanks, and said that he deeply ap- 
preciated the action of his colleagues for the 
great compliment they had paid him in elect- 
ing him to the position of Vice-Chairman, He 
would do all in his power to justify ‘their 
action, but, while the honorary officers were 
responsible ‘at all times to the trade for safe- 
guarding their interests as far as was hnmanly 
possible, it was necessary in carrying out that 
work to have the whole-hearted co-operation 
of the Committee and the support of the trade 
asa whole. (Cheers.) This he felt they would 
have, and the justice of their case would do 
the rest. In Mr. Higgins they had elected a 
man to the chair who would do credit to their 
business, for he was a man of character, stand- 
ing and ability. As to their out-going Chair-

Not only had he been Chairman during the 
past twelve months, but during the ater 
portion of his year of Vice-Chairmanship oe as 
also practically Chairman owing to the illness in 
the family of the then Chairman, the late Mr. 
John P. Farrelly, whose death they all 
greatly deplored as one of the greatest losses 
the trade ad sustained in recent years.

he out-going Chairman, Mr. Dobson, said 
he felt he did not deserve all the kind appre- 
ciation that had been tendered to him, but 
he knew it was honest and sincere, and he 
was, therefore, exceedingly grateful for their 
oodwill, and would treasure it to the end of 
is days. For their trade the vear that had 
just closed was a most vneventful one as far 
as the old worries and attacks which thev 
were accustomed to in the past were concerned, 
but still they had a good deal to attend to 
outside the rontine. 

Looking back over the vear, the first thing 
which oceurred of any importance was the 
Dail Commission which was appointed in April 
last to inquire into the “ abuses arising from 
the saleand manufacture of intoxicants.’’ That 
Commission came into being as the result of a 
temperance deputation which waited upon the 
Government at the opening of the first ses- 
sion after the Provisional Government took 
oyer the business of the country. That deputa- 
tion, which was headed by Dr Coffey, of May- 
nooth, made certain charges under the head. 
ing of illicit selling. potheen-making, occasional] 
licences, and other matters of a kindred kind. 
The Commission was composed of seven mem- 
bers of the Dail, and seven others who were 
subsequently appointed representing the 
public, temperance people, and the trade. They, 
on the invitation of the Home Office, 
appointed two of their past Chairmen 
Mr. Anthony O’Grady and Mr. John Walters 
to represent them on the Commission. — Be- 
fore the Commission sat the general election 
took place, and three of the Dail members of 
it failed to be returned, with the result that 
nothing came of the matter since. With the 
objects of that Commission they in the 
licensed trade were in entire sym athy, for, 
as an organisation, they had EC Barton con 
demned selling during prohibited hours or 
selling to drunken persons. Needless to say, 
they had no sympathy with potheen-making 
or with the indiscriminate granting of occa- 
sional licences. 

Pérsonally, he thought the charges were 
greatly exaggerated; but, whether they were 
or not, they, as the representative body of 
the licensed trade of the country, were more 
inclined to welcome the Commission than 
otherwise. The latest figures available proved 
that all they saw on the papers about 
drunkenness being as rampant as ever had no 
foundation in fact. Take the Metropolitan 
area alone, and they found that the number 
of arrests for drunkenness had fallen to one- 
ninth of what they were in 1900, only a 
two years ago. Almost the same reduction 
shown 
by the latest available figures. Tt may be 
stated that that was due to the prices neces- 
sarily charged owing to taxation; but, while 
that, undoubtedly, must be an important 
factor, the fact remained that long before the 
war duties camé along there was a MI Cora 
and continnous downward tendencv. peak- 
ing as one who had the honour of bai at 
the head of the trade, he joined with their 
new Chairman in welcoming that condition of 
things—(hear, hear)—and he went further 
and said that the charge of making friends 
with the Civic Guard, as it was allegéd they 
had done with the R.I.C., was unworthy oi 
the source from whence it came. 

They were but human, and they happened 
to be living at a period when terrible things 
were happening im their country, but he 
thought they were justified in entering then 
most emphatic protest against the charge that 


the conduct of their trade at the moment was 


such as to weaken the moral fibre of the 
young men of Ireland. (Loud cheers.) Was 
it to be stated that, if there was no such 
thing as a publichouse in Ireland to-day, the 
appalling crime and disorder which they saw 
around them would be absent? It was well 
known that a very large percentage of the 
young men associated with the present 
happenings in the country did not know the 
taste of intoxicants. In fact, that was one 
of the peculiar phases of the situation that 
anybody who was conversant with the facts 
could vouch for. There was no gainsaying it. 
(Applause. ) 

As to the figures given showing the amount 
spent upon drink, it was always easy to make 
a surface case out of that, but what were the 
facts? The duty on beer had been increased 
to thirteen times what it was at the agp 
of the European war, and the duty on spirits 
five times. Therefore, it should be borne in 
mind that the bulk of those millions which 
make such a fine display on paper was cuty 
paid to the State. # Apart altogether from 
this, there remained the fact that between 
the brewers, distillers, wholesalers, retailers, 
barley growers, maltsters, and the numerous 
other trades that were linked up either parily 
or entirely with the industry, some hundreds 
of thousands of the countrymen and women 
drew their living from it. (Hear, hear.) 

There might be many reforms and phases 
of the temperance question in connection with 
which they could and would gladiy co- 
operate, but he thought it was not helpful at 
a time like the present to come along with 
oem charges and statements of abuses 
which, when sifted, would be found to con- 
tain little fact. As the Chairman had stated, 
they had had, and still had, difficulties with 
regard to the hours of opening and closing, 
and many of their members were, he be- 
lieved, extremely dissatisfied wit’: thein, be- 
cause they had not been able to get uniform 
hours fixed. He wanted to say that they did 


| all they could, and he took that opportunity 


of counselling a little patience, as he knew 
the Government were anxious about this 
matter themselves, and would have it made 
right at the earliest possible moment. There 
was no trader who had more reason to be 
impatient about the matter than he had, as 
he happened to live in a locality where the 
houses, with a few honourable exceptions, were 
all open up to p.m.; bat, knowing 
the facts as he did, he was quite willing to 
suffer on a little longer. 

As to other matters affecting their trade in 
the past twelve months, they had not been 
free from the customary difficulties affecting 
a!! classes of employers at the present time. 
The expenses in running their business had 
not only not. gone down, but if anything had 
increased. A large number of houses had 
changed hands, and the prices on the whole 
had been well maintained. That was satis- 
factory, but he thought it was largely due 
to an incursion of traders who were obliged 
to flee from the Northern capital towards 
the end of 1921 and the beginning of the 
previous year. They welcomed those traders 
to their ranks, and wished them all success 
in the Metropolis. He was glad to vouch 
for their high characters as traders and 
citizens, and he believed it was largely those 
qualities of character and citizenthip that made 
it necessary for them to leave their homes at 


enormous sacrifices. He left the chair at a 
time that, notwithstanding the tragedies that 
had occurred, he believed there was a bright 
and great future before their beloved country, 
and felt that a legitimate and well-con- 
ducted licensed trade would take its part 
honourably and helpfully in the national life 
of the Ireland that was to be. 

The new Government were likely to intro- 
duce many changes and reforms, but he was 
convinced that the legitimate claims of the 
licensed trade would be safe in their hands, 
and that no hardshipful or confiscatory at- 
tacks affecting their interests would be realised. 
It might happen that, as an organisation, 
they could give assistance to the Government, 
and he was confident that, if that did come 
about, they should be glad to do so. (Hear, 
hear.) During the year death had been busy 
in their ranks; no less than three members 
of their Committee had gone to their reward 
in the previous twelve months. He referred 
to Mr. Delahunty, Mr. Brereton, and Mr. 
Farrelly. They were, all three, past Chair- 
men of the Association, and men who had 
contributed largely, by their manly, honest, 
and upright lives and characters, to that 
respect in which the members of their trade 
are held. They gave yeoman service to the 
protection of trade interests, and were unre- 
mitting in their attendance when they were 
wanted. He desired to repeat on that oc 
casion that their widows and families had the 
sincere sympathy of the Committee and trade 
as a whole in their bereavement. (Loud 
applause.) 

On the motion of the outgoing Chairman 
Mr. Dobson, seconded by Mr, Anthony 
OGrady, the Secretary, Mr. O'Byrne ; the 
Solicitor. Mr. Bergin ; the Assistant Secretary, 
Mr. Walsh, and the Organiser, Mr, Hackett 
were unanimously re-elected. 

After the business of the special meeting 
was disposed of, sume urgent business affect 
ing the trade at the moment came up for cor 
sideration, and it was decided that a specia! 
general meeting of the members should he 
held on the following Tuesday. at 11 o'clock, 
in the Catholic Club, Upper O'Connell street 

On the motion of the Chairman, seconded 
by the Vice-Chairman, and supported by a!! 
those present, a vote of sympathy was passed 
with Mr. Michael Fanning, a member of the 
Committee. on the death of his brother-in-law ; 
with Mr. Laurence Caulfield, aleo a member 
of the Committee, on the death of his brother, 
and with the relatives of the late Mrs. 
Conway, Half-Way House, Crumlin, who was 
for many years a member of the Association.
